F you know of any other matter of Eccleliaſtical cognizance, wozthy the pꝛelent- 

meut in pour judgement, and fit co be refozmed by Ecclelialtical cenſure,though ic 
be not cxp2eled in theſe Articles, yet you ſhall likewiſe pꝛeſent che ſame by vertue of 
your oaths. 

The Piniſter allo of every Pariſh both map, and oughe to joyn with the Church- 
wardens,o other ſwozn-men,fs2 the pꝛeſenting of offences ; and if they be ſo irreligi⸗ 
ous as not to do it, the Miniſter ofhimfelf may and ought to pꝛeſent either the offen- 
ces, oʒ the Church-wardens and Queſt-men, foz not pꝛeſenting the ſame, aud is re- 
quired in his Canonical obedience fo to do. 


There mult be diſtinct anſwer made to every Article, and fo every bzanch thereof, 
as far as they know, o2 have heard of anp offence, otherwiſe the pꝛeſentment will not 
be admitted.

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And if (their Oath and all this punctual direction and advertiſement notwichſtand⸗ 
ing) any Church-watdens oz other Swozn-men, wall follow the cuſtomary manncr, 
and be careleſs in inquiring and pꝛeſenting as they ought, then ſhall thep not be able 
hercafter to ſay, that they had not fair warning to the contrary given them in the ſpi- 
rit of mecknels; o2 to complain, that they are hardly dealt with, if (upon inloꝛmation 


and p2oof otherwile had) they be called co anſwer their willul per jury, in ſome other 


Court, oz courſe of juſtice, fo2 neglecting to inquire and pꝛeſent to all the particulars 
herein pꝛopoled. 8 


And to the intent that all things above mentioned may (by the help of God) as well 
be kept, as ſet in good oꝛder, the Chancelloz of the Dioceſs, andthe O klicial, and all 
their Surrogates are hereby required, that ſo far as to them in their ſeveral places it 
ſhall appertatn, thep do faithfully inquire after all theſe things, and in all places of 
their Juriſdictions exact a due obſervance of the ſame.
